risome disposition will age long before 
her time, and all the massage treat 
ment, with application of ointments 
and creams, can do little to ward off 
this aged look. The flat muscles of tbe 
cheeks relax, and this soon lends to 
deep ridges and furrows about the jaw 
and the chin. In turn the eye muscles 
are pulled down, and the result is a 
haggard, unhealthful look.

In many ways and habits. Their man- 
nerisms become so pronounced that 
even others notice it.

tle so that they are constantly break- 
ing; so as far as It is possible it is 
wise to avoid these. 


Plain petroleum Jelly or olive oil will 


answer every purpose of the pomade, 
and, as for rouge, it is not in good 
taste to tint the nails very deeply, and 
If they are healthy and their possessor 
is In good physical condition, they will 
be pink enough without the aid of the 
cosmetic.

Many children are a little timid bj 
ature, but if the timidity is rtt all 
crong or frequent it amounts to an 
Iness and must be treated as such. 
A healthy child Is seldom seriously 
Tightened. It may be startled for a 
moment, but that is quite a different 
h!ng from the chronic terror which 
spoils some poor little lives. 
If your 


child is always nervous—ready to shiv- 
er and cry ut a strange sound or to 
shrink from an unknown person or to 
tremble at a dark room or run from u 
strange dog, .these signs indicate tliat 
be is not well. 


It is a curious f;iet that boys under 


the age of ten are uften more nervous 
than their sisters, though girls be- 
tween the ages of ten ami twenty ;ire 
far more nervous than boys. 
And it 


Is not^in uncommon thing for a young 
boy to ruu for protection to u sister 
practically the siiuie age us himself. 


A really nervous child should never 


be forced to do long or hsird lessons. 


i Its study hours should lie shortened ns 


much as possible, ;ind it should spend 


j the greater part of tho duy out of 


I doors. Neither lessons nor play should 
! be too energetic—he should Just be al- 
lowed to go his own way and amuse 
himself as he thinks best 


Sleep is of the firsl iruoortance. A 


nervous child vauuut sleep too much 
He should always be in bed before 8 
o'clock at night and should be allowed 
to lie till he rouses himself in the 
morning. It is a very bad thing for 
him to be awakened violently, for this 
gives the uerves a shock from which 
they suffer during all the morning 
hours. 


A cold batb In tlie inoruiiig Is an ex- 


cellent tiling, provided that the child\ 
Is strong enough to stand it 
But if 


he dislikes it very much he should not 
be forced into it. as this would lead to 
another shock which would do away 
witb uli the good gained from the batb 
An ordinary wash followed by a brisk 
rub down with a rough towel makes 
quite a good substitute for a cold bath. 


Tbe food should be generous and 


simple. 
Very nervous children need a 


large number of light meals during tue 
day, 
as they are not able to digest a 


great ijuantlty of food at one time, it 
is a good plnn to give a glass of mill: 
and a buttered biscuit in the middle of 
the morning and another glass of milk, 
with a sponge cake or a piece of choc- 
olate, the last thing at night. 
If the 


child sloeji.s badly and Is restless yon 
may put n couple of biscuits on the ta- 
ble beside his bed. so that he may eat 
them if be wakes during the night. A 
comforting little meal of this kind will 
often send him off to sleep again, when, 
without it lie would lie awake for 
hours shivering in tlie dreadful dark- 
ness. 


Above all. treat the nervous child 


most tenderly. Never let the others 
lougti at him or call him u coward, but 
make them understand that his timidi- 
ty arises from illness and that he must 
be pitied and treated as gently us any 
other invalid.

Do Not Pull Hair Back Tigh'tly. 


Many mothers make a great mistake 


in pulling their small daughters' hair 
tightly back from the face. There are 
few faces, even childish ones, that can 
stand this treatment. And many little 
girls could grow up unconscious of fea- 
tures that perhaps do not come up to 
the average standard of beauty if their 
hair were arranged gracefully and 
softly.

All signs of approaching age are pa- 


thetic, but sagging muscles proclaim 
so unmistakably the wasting of the tls- 
•nes that they always seem particu- 
larly so. They are inevitable, but there 
Is much that a woman can do to ward 
off these signs. As a matter of fact 
any woman can grow old so graceful- 
ly that even to quite an advanced age 
the 0esh may be prevented from sag- 
ging and lines be kept from seaming 
her face.

Sadness tends to keep the muscles re- 
laxed, particularly those around the 
month and eyes. 


A woman who is sad and has a wor 


risome disposition will age long before 
her time, and all the massage treat 
ment, with application of ointments 
and creams, can do little to ward off 
this aged look. The flat muscles of tbe 
cheeks relax, and this soon lends to 
deep ridges and furrows about the jaw 
and the chin. In turn the eye muscles 
are pulled down, and the result is a 
haggard, unhealthful look. 


It is generally admitted that two per- 


sona living together often become alike 
In many ways and habits. Their man- 
nerisms become so pronounced that 
even others notice it. The same thing 
may be said of a woman's thoughts. 
If they are pleasant they reflect in her 
face, and the result Is a pleasing per- 
sonality. A pleasant and happy dispo- 
sition has a great deal to do with the 
making and keeping of firm flesh. A 
woman who is cross and becomes peev- 
ed, over trivial matters usually has a 
firm look about the month and chin.

ing; so as far as It is possible it is 
wise to avoid these. 


Plain petroleum Jelly or olive oil will 


answer every purpose of the pomade, 
and, as for rouge, it is not in good 
taste to tint the nails very deeply, and 
If they are healthy and their possessor 
is In good physical condition, they will 
be pink enough without the aid of the 
cosmetic.

ing a little carmine. Mix !t with fresh 
lard, and, if desired, perfume it with 
ft drop or two of oil of vtolets.

Mothers

Many children are a little timid bj 
ature, but if the timidity is rtt all 
crong or frequent it amounts to an 
Iness and must be treated as such. 
A healthy child Is seldom seriously 
Tightened. It may be startled for a 
moment, but that is quite a different 
h!ng from the chronic terror which 
spoils some poor little lives. 
If your 


child is always nervous—ready to shiv- 
er and cry ut a strange sound or to 
shrink from an unknown person or to 
tremble at a dark room or run from u 
strange dog, .these signs indicate tliat 
be is not well. 


It is a curious f;iet that boys under 


the age of ten are uften more nervous 
than their sisters, though girls be- 
tween the ages of ten ami twenty ;ire 
far more nervous than boys. 
And it 


Is not^in uncommon thing for a young 
boy to ruu for protection to u sister 
practically the siiuie age us himself. 


A really nervous child should never 


be forced to do long or hsird lessons. 


i Its study hours should lie shortened ns 


much as possible, ;ind it should spend 


j the greater part of tho duy out of 


I doors. Neither lessons nor play should 
! be too energetic—he should Just be al- 
lowed to go his own way and amuse 
himself as he thinks best 


Sleep is of the firsl iruoortance. A 


nervous child vauuut sleep too much 
He should always be in bed before 8 
o'clock at night and should be allowed 
to lie till he rouses himself in the 
morning. It is a very bad thing for 
him to be awakened violently, for this 
gives the uerves a shock from which 
they suffer during all the morning 
hours. 


A cold batb In tlie inoruiiig Is an ex- 


cellent tiling, provided that the child\ 
Is strong enough to stand it 
But if 


he dislikes it very much he should not 
be forced into it. as this would lead to 
another shock which would do away 
witb uli the good gained from the batb 
An ordinary wash followed by a brisk 
rub down with a rough towel makes 
quite a good substitute for a cold bath. 


Tbe food should be generous and 


simple. 
Very nervous children need a 


large number of light meals during tue 
day, 
as they are not able to digest a 


great ijuantlty of food at one time, it 
is a good plnn to give a glass of mill: 
and a buttered biscuit in the middle of 
the morning and another glass of milk, 
with a sponge cake or a piece of choc- 
olate, the last thing at night. 
If the 


child sloeji.s badly and Is restless yon 
may put n couple of biscuits on the ta- 
ble beside his bed. so that he may eat 
them if be wakes during the night. A 
comforting little meal of this kind will 
often send him off to sleep again, when, 
without it lie would lie awake for 
hours shivering in tlie dreadful dark- 
ness. 


Above all. treat the nervous child 


most tenderly. Never let the others 
lougti at him or call him u coward, but 
make them understand that his timidi- 
ty arises from illness and that he must 
be pitied and treated as gently us any 
other invalid.

Do Not Pull Hair Back Tigh'tly. 


Many mothers make a great mistake 


in pulling their small daughters' hair 
tightly back from the face. There are 
few faces, even childish ones, that can 
stand this treatment. And many little 
girls could grow up unconscious of fea- 
tures that perhaps do not come up to 
the average standard of beauty if their 
hair were arranged gracefully and 
softly.
